A taxi driver is dead 
following a two-vehicle 
car crash on Highway 102 
near the Halifax Stanfield 
International Airport yes¬ 
terday afternoon. 

The Toyota Canny — 
driving for Bob’s Taxi, ac¬ 
cording to witnesses — had 
two occupants inside and 
was travelling northbound 
on the highway near the 
airport when police say the 
driver attempted to pull 
across the highway from 
the right-hand lane and 
was struck by a Mazda 5 in 
the left-hand lane — also 
going northbound — 
around 4:20 p.m. 

“He was struck right on 
the driver’s side door,” po¬ 
lice spokesman Cpl. Joe Ta- 
plin said of the taxi driver. 
“It was a substantial colli¬ 


sion.” 

Police say the driver of 
the taxi was rushed to hos¬ 
pital where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead. The car’s 
passenger was listed in se¬ 
rious condition at the QEII 
Health Sciences Centre. 

The driver of the Mazda 
5 was the only person in 
the second vehicle and is 
also in hospital in fair con¬ 
dition. 

An investigation into the 
crash began late yesterday. 
Taplin said it was snowing 
quite heavily at the time of 
the accident resulting in re¬ 
duced visibility.

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Council weighs meter rate importance

As Halifax regional council 
prepares to debate 
proposed increases for 
parking meter fees in the 
downtown core tomorrow 
night, councillors* 
opinions on the issue's 
magnitude seem mixed. 

Dartmouth Centre Coun. 
Gloria McCluslcey said she 
doesn’t favour the increas¬ 
es, as downtown business¬ 
es are struggling to keep 


up with the outskirt big- 
box stores as is. But she al¬ 
so said she doesn’t 
think the issue is a 
“big deal.” 

“It really isn’t a big 
deal, but people per¬ 
ceive it to be,” Mc- 
Cluskey said. 

“(They say), ‘Why 
do I have to pay to go 
down here, and now Gloria 
it’s even more.’” McCluskey 
That said, Mc¬ 
Cluskey thinks there are 
other ways to combat the 



$32.4-million deficit, such 
as cutting councillors’ and 
staffs’ travel budg¬ 
ets. 

She said it would 
be fair to call in¬ 
creasing the meter 
fees a “cash grab” 
from city hall. 

Downtown Coun. 
Dawn Sloane takes 
a somewhat differ¬ 
ent view on the rate 
hikes. She said city 
hall has a responsibility to 
protect local “mom and 


municipality’s projected pop” businesses against 


the draw of shopping cen¬ 
tres like Dartmouth Cross¬ 
ing and Bayers Lake. 

“It’s bad enough that we 
charge for parking in our 
downtown when all these 
other business areas 
(don’t),” she said. “To look 
at charging (more) for 
parking shows negative 
connotations for down¬ 
town. It basically says, 
‘Why don’t you go park at 
a business park for free.’” 

Sloane said the rate 
hikes are “low hanging 
fruit” in terms of methods 


to balance the books. 

A staff report presented 
to council last week recom¬ 
mended increasing the 
Halifax parking meter rate 
to $2 from $1.50 for an 
hour, effective May 31. It 
almost recommends in¬ 
creasing the Dartmouth 
rate by the same amount, 
to $1.50 from $1. 

If the rate hikes are ap¬ 
proved, it would mean an 
extra $542,000 in the city’s 
coffers for 2010-11, and an 
estimated $650,000 annu¬ 
ally.

Shooting near home shows 
no area immune to drug 
culture, says Dexter 


crime Premier Darrell Dex¬ 
ter says gunshots that rang 
out near his house show no 
neighbourhood in HRM can 
consider itself invulnerable 
to crime linked to the drug 
trade. 

Dexter was commenting 
after police said gun¬ 
fire hit a home with¬ 
in 300 metres of the 
premier’s house on 
Stuart Harris Drive 
in Dartmouth on 
Thursday night. 

“I don’t think that 
any neighbourhood 
in Halifax region is Darrell 
immune from links Dexter 
to a drug culture 
that is mobile,” Dexter said. 

“These things are deeply 
disturbing — no less so in 
my neighbourhood than in 
any other neighbourhood 
in the province.” 

Police said no one was 
hurt inside the home, but 
that a man in his 20s 



showed up at a hospital 
shortly later with a minor 
gunshot wound to the back. 

Officers said the man, 
who was treated and re¬ 
leased, co-operated with in¬ 
vestigators and they don’t 
believe the shooting was 
random. 

The shooting 
marked the 12th in 
HRM since March 16. 

Police spokesman 
Const. Brian Palmeter 
said officers are treat¬ 
ing the shooting 
Thursday night like 
any of the other re¬ 
cent ones. 

“This incident, we 
don’t believe has anything 
to do with the premier him¬ 
self,” Palmeter said. 

Dexter said his justice 
minister met with HRM 
Mayor Peter Kelly and the 
RCMP last week to discuss 
the issue.

Alleged victims set to 
testify at sex crimes trial 


PORT HAWKESBURY A long- 
awaited trial of a former No¬ 
va Scotia businessman ac¬ 
cused of sex crimes that 
date back to the 1970s be¬ 
gins today. 

Ernest Fenwick Macin¬ 
tosh was accused by the 
RCMP in 1995 of engaging 
in sex acts with six boys be¬ 
tween 1970 and 1977 in a 
number of communities in 
eastern Nova Scotia. Macin¬ 
tosh spent 13 years in India 
before he was arrested in 
2007 and charged with 36 
sex-related offences. 

The judge-only trial in No¬ 
va Scotia Supreme Court in 
Port Hawlcesbury is the first 


of two and involves three of 
six complainants. 

Those three com¬ 
plainants — whose identity 
is protected — will be the 
first Crown witnesses called 
to testify during the trial’s 
opening days. 

Macintosh left Canada in 
1994, and police began in¬ 
vestigating complaints a 
year later. The telecommu¬ 
nications specialist was ar¬ 
rested in April 2007 at his 
former home in India and 
extradited to Canada. He 
has been living in the Hali¬ 
fax area since being re¬ 
leased on bail in April 2008.

Charest touts true grit amid voter backlash

Is it safe to fly over Europe? 

No ash damage reported from test flights, but experts warn of unstable skies

Major airlines that sent 
test flights into European 
air space found no 
damage yesterday from 
the volcanic ash that has 
paralyzed aviation over 
the continent, raising pres¬ 
sure on governments to 
ease restrictions that have 
thrown global travel and 
commerce into chaos. 

Is it safe to fly yet? Airline 
officials and some pilots say 
the passengerless test 
flights show that it is. But 
meteorologists warn that 
the skies over Europe re¬ 
main unstable from an Ice¬ 
landic volcano that contin¬ 
ues to spew ash capable of 
knocking out jet engines. 

European Union officials 
said air traffic could return 
to half its normal level to¬ 
day if the dense cloud be¬ 
gins to dissipate. Germany 


allowed some flights to re¬ 
sume. Eighty per cent of Eu¬ 
ropean airspace remained 
closed for a devastating 
fourth day yesterday, with 
only 4,000 of the normal 
20,000-flight schedule in the 


air, said Brian Flynn, deputy 
head of operations for Euro¬ 
control, which supports the 
air traffic control network 
across the European 
Union’s 27 states. The test 
flights highlighted a lack of 


63,000 

European flights cancelled 
since Thursday.

open the skies. KLM Royal 
Dutch airlines, the national 
German carrier Lufthansa,

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A soldier’s bad rap 


The U.S. Army has 
dismissed a soldier who 
threatened fellow troops 
and sent the Pentagon a 
violent rap song he wrote 
to protest his Iraq 
redeployment orders, offi¬ 
cials said Saturday. 

The dismissal for miscon¬ 
duct means Spc. Marc A. 
Hall will avoid criminal 
charges but lose all militaiy 
benefits earned over at least 
four years of service, includ¬ 


ing an earlier tour in Iraq. 

Army spokesman Lt. Col. 
Eric Bloom said Saturday 
that top brass decided to 
discharge Hall instead of 
taking him to trial in part 
because he admitted his 
guilt. Hall has been jailed 
since Dec. 11, two days be¬ 
fore his brigade with the 
Army’s 3rd Infantry Divi¬ 
sion out of Ft. Stewart, 
Georgia, was scheduled to 
leave for Iraq. He was 


charged with the military 
offence of communicating 
a threat after telling his bat¬ 
talion commander that he 
might shoot or otherwise 
attack a fellow U.S. soldier, 
according to Army lawyers. 

But it was a CD record¬ 
ing of a rap song that Hall 
wrote and sent to the 
Army’s personnel office in 
July 2009 that gained noto¬ 
riety for the case.

Being stuck in Europe dur¬ 
ing the Icelandic volcano re¬ 
venge brings your most cre¬ 
ative side alive. How do you 
get home to Stockholm 
from Paris with airports 
closed, all train tickets sold 
out and every car rental 
company in Paris already 
emptied? 

On top of that you just re¬ 
ceived instructions to pick 
up the CEO in Brussels and 
make sure he gets to Copen¬ 
hagen to deliver the quar¬ 
terly result today. 

Working for Metro, I have 


always taken pride in our 
entrepreneurial spirit, but 
this was a new challenge. In 
desperation I called the 
chairman of Metro France 
and asked if he could lend 
me a car, without knowing 
how to return it to him. Af¬ 
ter all, we were going to 
Scandinavia and I was not 
planning to drive back to 
Paris again. Yes, he said. You 
can take my son’s Smart 
car. Excellent, 1,600 kilome¬ 
tres in a Smart car! 

Thinking I was doomed, I 
went out for lunch, where I 
saw another colleague park¬ 
ing her Lexus.

At 5 a.m. Saturday — after 
16 hours on the road — I 
handed over the keys to our 
French friend in Copen¬ 
hagen. Mission completed. 
Our CEO was in Copen¬ 
hagen, I was on my way to 
Stockholm and the car was 
going to be back in Paris by 
yesterday.

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Mortgage rules 
tighten today 


Real estate agent Marcus 
Caporicci calls it “creative” 
financing and expects to 
see more of it when tight¬ 
er qualifying rules for 
mortgages take effect 
today. 

The new rules are to dis¬ 
courage homeowners from 
taking out mortgages they 
might not be able to afford 
as interest rates start to 
rise and return to more 
normal levels. 

Federal Finance Minister 
Jim Flaherty announced 
the new mortgage rules in 
February but did not 
change the rules affecting 
the five per cent minimum 
down payment or the 35- 
year maximum amortiza¬ 
tion period for a mortgage. 

Almost 90 to 95 per cent 
of Caporicci’s clients have 
been putting down the 
minimum five per cent 
down payment, often with 
the help of their families 
or their own credit lines. 

RBC senior economist 
Robert Hogue said the 
changes to the qualifying 
rules are largely “tweaks” 
because banks have already 
been requiring that buyers 
qualify for a higher rate. 

“It might raise the bar a 
bit relative to the practice 
up until now, but it's not 
enough to tip the market,” 


Changes 

Under the new rules, the fed¬ 
eral government will: 

Require homeowners to 
meet the borrowing stand¬ 
ards for a five-year fixed-rate 
loan even if they choose vari¬ 
able or shorter-term loans. 

Lower the maximum Cana¬ 
dians can withdraw when refi¬ 
nancing their mortgages to 90 
per cent from 95 per cent of 
the value of their home. 

Require a minimum 20 per 
cent down payment to qualify 
for CHHC insurance for non- 
owner-occupied properties 
acquired as an investment — 
aimed at cooling speculation. 

Hogue said from Toronto. 

“The changes will bring 
more prudence to the mar¬ 
ketplace,” he said. 

Martin Reid, president of 
mortgage broker Home 
Trust, said the federal gov¬ 
ernment has standardized 
what most financial insti¬ 
tutions have already been 
doing when it comes to 
qualifying for a mortgage. 

“There will be some peo¬ 
ple around the fringe that 
are impacted by it, but I 
don't think it's a huge neg¬ 
ative impact to the real es¬ 
tate market,” he said from 
Toronto.

Investors looking for 
hints of higher rates 


currency The Canadian dol¬ 
lar could get a jolt upwards 
from the Bank of Canada’s 
interest rate announcement 
tomorrow. 

The central bank is ex¬ 
pected to leave its key inter¬ 
est rate unchanged at 0.25 
per cent, where it has been 
for a year now. 

What traders will be look¬ 
ing for is a key change in 
wording of part of the 
bank’s announcement that 
could provide a hint of 
when rates will in¬ 
crease. 

The bank has 
said for months 
that “condition¬ 
al on the cur¬ 
rent outlook for 
inflation, the tar¬ 
get overnight rate can 
be expected to remain at its 
current level until the end 
of the second quarter of 
2010 in order to achieve the 



inflation target.” 

There has been specula¬ 
tion recently that the bank 
could move even sooner to 
raise interest rates since the 
economy has been doing 
far better than expected, 
while core inflation has 
been on the rise. 

Investors will be watch¬ 
ing for any change in that 
wording, looking for a hint 
that the Bank of Canada 
could raise rates as early as 
its next announcement on

We also now make a 
weatherproof trans¬ 
portable cabin, and one of 
our biggest customers is 
going to be the Inuit in 
Arctic Canada. You can 
ship these up there and 
plant them, and you’ve got 
a building that there’s 
nothing nature can do to 
hurt you.”

The Halifax Rainmen’s 
first foray into the playoffs 
has ended with a thud.

INGREDIENTS: 

500 g boneless beef round 
steak, trimmed and cut in¬ 
to 1/4-inch pieces 
1 medium potato, peeled 
and chopped 

1 cup chopped peeled 
turnip 

1/2 cup chopped yellow 
onion 

2 tbsp minced parsley 
1 tbsp Worcestershire 
sauce 

1 clove garlic, minced 

1 tsp dried basil leaves 
1/4 tsp salt 

1/8 tsp cayenne pepper 

2 store-bought or 
homemade unbaked pie 
crusts 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 375°F 
(190°C). In medium-size 
bowl, combine meat, pota¬ 
to, turnip, onion, parsley, 


Worcestershire sauce, gar¬ 
lic, basil, salt and cayenne 
pepper. 

2. Place half of meat mix¬ 
ture on half of 1 pie crust, 
then fold crust over filling 
and crimp to seal edge. Re¬ 
peat with remaining crust 
and remaining meat mix¬ 
ture. Cut slits in top of 
pasties. Brush with milk. 

3. Place on large 

ungreased baking sheet. 
Bake 35 to 40 minutes or 
until golden brown. Cut 
each into 3 wedges and 
serve with ketchup or piz¬ 
za sauce. SERVES 6
